HYDRO BIGGER THAN GOVERNMENT 


Property owner not going to appeal hydro’s expropriation 


‘I don’t think there’s any use in 
fighting Ontario Hydro. First they 
expropriate and then tell you what 
you'll get,’ said Arnold Devries, R.R. 8, 
Picton, when asked if he was one of the 
property owners seeking a hearing 
concerning the new 230 kilovolt power 
line coming into Prince Edward County 
from the Lennox Generating Station. 


The hearing has been set for February 
8 at the Court House in Napanee and at 
least seven property owners have 
submitted formal requests to be heard. 


‘| saw the performance in Belleville 
last fall when they held the hearings for 
the Lennox to Oshawaline,’ Mr. Devries 
said. ‘You wouldn’t get anywhere. The 
farmers asked if the hearing could be 
postponed until after harvest and then, 
at the hearing, they were told that ‘it’s 
raining today, so you couldn’t have 
harvested anyway.” 


Forty of his acres will be cut off onthe 
other side of the proposed new hydro 
line. ‘The line goes right across and splits 
the property. They could have moved 
the line 1,600 feet over to my fence line 
with the neighbours,’ he said. 


Easement for hydro is a rental job, he 
points out. ‘It’s better to sell it but Hydro 
doesn’t want to buy.’ 


‘Jim Taylor quit at the wrong time,’ he 
said. ‘We figured we would have alittle 
more swing out there but | think Hydro 
is bigger than the Government now.” 


Concerning the Belleville hearing he 
said,‘It was such a sham. Apparently 
they just threw it out of the window.’ 


The Scanner called Norm Manning, 
Hydro’s public relations officer for 
eastern Ontario, to find out what 
happened to the reports from the 
Belleville hearings. After a phone call to 
Toronto, Mr. Manning said the report 
from the hearing officer at the 
September Belleville hearings had been 
received by the then Minister of Energy, 
James Taylor about the end of 
November. Mr. Taylor sent copies of the 
report to all owners involved in the 
hearing and asked for final comments 
by January 20. The Minister of Energy 
has 90 days to make final decisions after 
he receives the report from the hearing 
officer. This would mean final decisions 
would not have to be made by the new 
minister of energy until the end of 


February. 


Henry MacHill, also of R.R. 8, Picton, 
said he was interested in appealing at 
the Napanee hearings. The line 
originally was supposed to go right over 
his house, but it has been moved back 
2,000 feet. ‘The line cuts the land,’ he 
says, ‘the land has less value and people 
are scared to buy it.” 


Mr. MacHill said he had not been 
notified of the hearing date in Napanee. 
‘They'll come around one of these days, 
but it’s no time to do business in this 


storm.’ 


Mr. Manning said that unless a 
property owner had indicated he 
wanted a hearing, he wouldn't be 
notified but that he thought people who 
had not submitted a formal request fora 
hearing could still appear at the hearing. 


‘Every property owner along the line 
has had an opportunity to discuss with 
Hydro property people and has been 
made aware of rights to a hearing and 
the procedure to follow,’ Mr. Manning 
said. 


Legion organizing emergency fund 


Giving a hand to neighbours in 
trouble is traditional in the rural areas 
and small communities of Ontario. 


And Deseronto’s Branch 280 of the 
Royal Canadian Legion is expecting 
plenty of co-operation from local 
Organizations in setting up a fund to 
help Bud and Charlotte Kellar of 
Lonsdale, who were forced out of the 
downstairs of their home by the 
flooding of the Salmon River. 


The Kellars and their four children are 
trying to get by in the two upstairs rooms 
of their home. They are using a small oil 
heater to keep warm and are carrying 
all their water. 


Three members of the Legion, Art 
Hill, Clarence Wagar and Al Punchard, 
who went out to see how bad the 
situation was, report that the Kellar 
house had two feet, six inches of solid 
ice in the basement. This knocked out 
their furnace, washer and deep freeze. 
The downstairs of the house has been 
flooded through and is unliveable. A 
curtain is across the stairway to keep the 
heat from the small oil stove upstairs, 
where it is needed. 


All you can see of the family car is the 
top of the radio antenna... it’s buried in 
ice and snow. 


No one can remember when the area 
was ever flooded before and there are 
no reports of the Salmon River flooding 
over the last 150 years. 


Properties other than the Kellars were 
flooded too, but no other families are in 
the dire straights the Kellars find 


themselves in. 


We're planning to set up an 
Emergency and Relief Fund Committee 
with representatives from each 
organization,’ says Art Hill, ‘and we'll 
keep it going to be ready for other 
emergencies, as well as the present 
Kellar family need.”

Music from a 
past century 


In today’s world, we take music for 
granted, The radio is the background for 
our daily lives, at home or in cars, and, 
when we go shopping, the loud 
speakers continue to bombard us with 
music 


But, back at the end of the 19th 
century, ‘canned’ music was a novelty, 
something to be enjoyed and listened 
to, not just a background blur 


One of the music makers, before the 
turn of the century, was the music box 
The one owned by Barbara Mowat of 


Northport Raod is a_ particularly 
beautiful example from the 19th 
century 


Unlike many music boxes, which have 
cylindrical ‘records’ this instrument uses 
flat_ metal ‘tune sheets’, circular in 
shape. 


Along the outer edges of the sheets 
are round holes, which feed the sheets 
through a gear. The gear has to be 
wound up with an outside handle. 


The sheets do not lie flat on the 
machine. They are gently lifted up on 
two sides while they spin around. The 
top side of the sheet is full of irregularly- 
placed, rectangular holes, with the 
metal from the hole bent down to the 
underside of the sheet. The sheet passes 
over a brass rod, equipped with 
irregular discs and the bent metal under 
the holes makes anote asithitstheedge . 
of the disc. The placing of the holes 
depends on the note to be played. 


The mechanism is enclosed in a 
square, mahogany box, with a raised 
top, outlined in a carved braid effect. 
Inside the cover are some delightful 
pictures of cherubs. 


This particular instrument was 
protected by patents back as far as 
December 1889, and carries a Regina 
52639 trade mark. 


The tune sheets are also covered by 
patents. There are 25 tune sheets with 
the music box, titles ranging from the 
‘Drinking Song’ from La Traviata to the 
‘Blue Danube’ and other music popular 
in the old days.

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EDITORIAL 


At present, Prince Edward County 
gets its electric power through three 
44,000 volt feeder lines, two of which 
originate from the Belleville 
transformer station and one from the 
Sidney transformer station. both the 
Belleville feeders are submarine cables 


For the past few days, the county has 
been getting power from only two lines 
following a break in one of the 
submarine cables 


Because the county has been coping 
satisfactorily on the two 44,000 volt lines, 
during heavy-demand weather 
conditions, the old question has arisen 
of whether the new 230 kilovolt line 
from the Lennox Generating Station to 
Prince Edward is really necessary. 


When the 230 ky line was first 
proposed, a ‘Save Our Bay’ committee 
was set up by people opposed to having 
heavy-duty hydro lines crossing the 
Hayward Long Reach through the air 
The line has since been approved to go 
under the Reach by a submarine cable, 
but Hydro has not yet come up with a 
method for submarining the cable 
which meets with the approval of the 
Ministries of Environment and Natural 
Resources, and causes the least amount 
of environmental disturbance 


N. Manning, Hydro PR officer, 
Belleville, said they are now looking for 
a completion date of 1980 for the 350 kv 
line 


‘The Save Our Bay committee was 
given to understand that construction 
had to start in 1975 or we'd be short of 
power,’ Barbara Mowat, head of the 
committee, said Monday. ‘Perhaps 
Hydro should go back to the 115 kv line 
the committee recommended, It could 
go on the steel poles along the present 
44 kv road allowances.” 


Mr. Manning said that while the 
county had been coping in the present 
situation on the two 44,000 volt lines, 
another break, or someone hitting a 
hydro pole, could cause shut downs. 
The first place to have to shut down 
would be the Cement Plant, he said. 
They get a preferred rate because their 
load is classified interruptable, but they 
aren't drawing a peak load at this time of 
year. 


He also said that peak load estimates 
for the whole county, set out some years 
ago, were based on the economic 
situation at the time. ‘The economic 
situation is different now,’ he said. 
‘Consumption is way down all over the 
province.” 


Meanwhile, Hydro is going ahead 
with its expropriation of property 
required for the 230 kv line from Lennox 
to Prince Edward county, although they 
don’t know how they are going to get 
their line under the Long Reach. 


Since the need for more power seems 
to be lessened, perhaps Hydro should 
take another look at the whole situation. 


Divers locate hydro line break 
helicopters will raise it 


Divers have located the fault in the 
44,000 volt hydro cable stretching 
between Pointe Anne and Massassauga 
Point ... but finding the fault is just the 
first step in the repairing of the cable. It 
has to be brought to the surface before 
repairs can be started and that process is 
taking some team work. 


Before the cable can be pulled up for 


repairs, a trench 100 feet long and about 
18 inches across has to be cut through 


slush and 18 inches of ice. Down 
through another 20 feet of icy water lies 
the cable. 


when the trench is ready, divers will 
put a nylon sling under the cable and a 
helicopter will pull it up, if all goes as 
planned. The operation was started on 
Tuesday. 


The cable which broke was put in 12 
or 13 years ago and was inspected last 
fall.

WILL HE SEE HIS SHADOW? 


Sun or cloud ... winter will still go on 


The groundhog’s one, dubious 
contribution to society comes on 
tomorrow, February 2. Supposedly, if 
the fukrry rodent comes out of his 
burrow and sees his shadow, winter will 
linger far another six weeks. If he 
doesn’t see his shadow, spring is just 
around the corner. With the crazy 
weather we've been having, there’s no 
way of knowing what the weather will 
be like tomorrow. 


Farmers would just as soon notsee the 
groundhogs at all. For them 
groundhogs are a downright nuisance, 
causing millions of dollars damage 
annually, Agriculture Canada says. 


The groundhog, Marmota monax, is 
found throughout North America. It 
eats a wide variety of wild plants, clover, 
alfalfa and garden vegetables. 


Young groundhogs are born in 
March or April, following a gestation 
period of 28 DAYS. ONE LITTER, 
period of 28 days. One litter, usually 
with four young, is produced each year. 
They are weaned as they start to emerge 
from the burrow at five to six weeks of 
age.

Because the groundhog’s natural 
enemies, bears, lynx, wolves and 
cougars, are scarce in most areas, the 
groundhogs enjoy vitrually free run of 
Pastures and cultivated farmland. 


In orchards, the groundhog burrows 
under trees and exposes the root 
systems to drying conditions. 
Groundhog holes are a hazard to 
tractors and other machinery. 


In hay or alfalfa fields, mounds of soil 
from burrows often damage the cutting 
knivers of mowers and mecessitate high 
cutting levels. This reduces the harvest. 


Groundhogs trample growing 
vegetation when making pathways to 
their feeding points. In addition, they 
may get into vegetable gardens and 
destroy sprouting beans, peas and corn. 


Since the young are weaned in June, 
control measures taken bvefore this 
time are most effective. Spring plowing 
blockls off the burrows, and helps drive 
a colony from the fields. Chemicals such 
as sulfur oxide EW LAO UAWDUL DOE 
as sulphur oxide are also useful for 
groundhog control.

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Cross country ski 
trails completed 


The Napanee Region Conservation 
Authority has completed facilities for 
cross country ski enthusiasts at two of its 
larger Conservation Areas. 


A 4 part trail system winding over 5 
km. in the scenic 235 acre Arden 
Conservation Area takes the winter 
adventurer through cedar tunnels, 
along the perimeter of silen marshes , 
and over high rock ridges with views of 
Arden Lake, Cedar Lake and 
surrounding ridges and valleys. 


Parking and toilet facilities plus a 
partly enclosed picnic shelter with 
barbeques and tables are maintained for 
winter users just inside the main 
entrance. 


The Arden Conservation Area in 
Hinchbrooke Township, approximately 
9km. of trails, in a variety of lengths and 
terrain for all classes of skiers have been 
laid out adjacent to the rugged 
shorelines of Second and Third Depot 
Lakes. 


Visitors are urged to use the special 
winter parking lots along the Township 
road east of Depot Creek due to poor 
winter road conditions further on. From 
here the trail network spread out to 
include wooded and open traverses of 
the ridge and valley terrain, views of 
Depot Creek and the Second and Third 
Depot Lakes and their control dams. 
(These dams control the flow of water 
into the Napanee River system for flood 
control and downstream water supply.) 


The main trail passes right through the 
picnic area and campgrounds on the 
shore of Second Depot Lake, then winds 
northerly, out to Third Depot Lake in a 
series of interesting loops through 
wilderness scenery. Back in the picnic 
zone a partially enclosed shelter 
equipped with barbeque units and 
tables enables the visitors to round out 
the days’s outing with a warm meal. 
Toilets and well water are also available 
on site. To reach the Depot Lakes 
Conservation Area follow Highway 38 
north from 401 between Napanee and 
Kingston or follow 38 south from 7 at 
Sharbot Lake to a point 1 mile north of 
Verona. Turn west on the Snider Road 
and follow the Conservation Area signs 
approximately 7 miles to the roadside 
parking area. 


All the Conservation Area trails are 
marked and groomed on a regular basis 
under a trail maintenance grant made » 3 
available by the Tweed District Office of 
the Ontario Ministry of Natural 
Resources.

Got an old chair you like, but it needs 
re-covering and you don’t know how to 
tackle it? A job you'd like to try for if you 
just knew how to type? A hobby you'd 
like to take up such as painting, 
needlecraft or macramé? Like to learn to 
speak French? 


Deseronto people interested in 
learning something new, were signing 
up at the Deseronto Elementary School 
Monday night, for evening classes in 
upholstery, sewing, conversational 
French, macramé and typing. And this 
evening, registrations will be underway 
for another five courses, ladies fitness 
(which has been a popular course in the 
past), art, stitchery, pottery and 
furniture refinishing. 


Courses are made possible by the co- 
operation of Loyalist College and the 
Hastings County Board of Education. 
Loyalist pays the teachers and the board 
makes the school available for evening 
classes. 


Registration began at seven o'clock 
on Monday night, and 13 people had 
registered almost as soon as the doors 
were open. 


‘We had more than 100 people 
registered for the fall classes,’ Mrs. Linda 
Johnstone, night school supervisor, 
said. ‘It takes a lot of organization 
rounding up qualified teachers, 
publicizing the courses and arranging 
the schedules.’ 


Mrs. Johnstone is not a teacher... just 
an interested person. She is the fist 
person outside the school system tobea 
night school supervisor in the county 
For five or six years the evening courses 
in Deseronto were organized by school 


the Deseronto night classes 


officials and the appointment ot 
someone outside the school system was 
something of an experiment. 


Mrs. Johnstone has been handling it 
since last January and it seems to be 
working out well. 


‘It involves a fair amount of time,’ she 
said, ‘but | like getting out.’ 


In addition to courses held at the 
school, there is a Tuesday afternoon 
class in needlecraft at the Recreation 
Centre. 


The courses are basically adult 
courses of general interest. Credit 
courses can be offered, depending on 
the demand for them 


To start the course,a qualified teacher 
is required and at least 8 people must be 
registered. In smaller communities, like 
Deseronto, seven students are enough. 


Courses aren't expensive. At 35 cents 
an hour, it costs a total of $7 for 10 
sessions of two hours each. 


Upholstery students at Deseronto 
have a problem ... no storage area for 
the furniture between classes. That 
means they have to bring their chairs 
with them and take them home again. 


Anyone who didn’t get around to 
registering this week can still do so next 
week, by registering when they attend 
their first class on the Monday or 
Wednesday evening.

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The demand for wood is growing now that more people are turning to old-fashioned 
stoves to beat predicted energy shortages. John Kerr cuts another load for his furnace. 


‘It?s been a terrible winter’ 
woodpiles are going down fast 


Worried by reports of energy 
shortages and the rising cost of 
conventional fuels, homwowners have 
been looking for alternative sources of 
heating energy. 


For farm people, with a woodlot on 
their property, wood is an obvious 
alternative and some Quinte people are 
using furnaces which run on both wood 
and oil. The oil takes over when the 
wood has burned up. 


Other people are using wood as a 
supplementary source of heat in 
Franklin stoves, Quebec heaters, 
kitchen stoves and fireplaces. The 
beauty f this is that if the electricity does 
go off, you still have some heat and can 
also do some cooking. 


This switch back to wood has, 
obviously increased the demand for 
wood. 


But it has also created some problems. 
Homeowners, unfamiliar with burning 
wood, use the wrong kind, clog up and 
overheat their pipes, and ... in some 
instances, almost lose their homes 
through fire. 


The most important thing about wood 
is to buy it ahead and have it really dry, 
then you don’t get a lot of soot in the 
chimney,’ says John Kerr of R.R. 2, 
Picton. 


And he should know. He has 200 acres 
of bush on his 700 acres farm and sells 
what he doesn’t use himself. 


His own house has a combined wood 
and oil furnace. His winter supply of 
wood is stacked up where he can get at it 
easily and he always has it ready a year 
ahead, so it has plenty of time to dry. 


How much wood does it take for a 
year ahead? Some sources say a cord of 
beech is equivalent to 199 gallons of oil, 
hard maple, 207, and hickory 219... ‘but 
you won't find much hickory around 
here and | wouldn't use it for firewood, 
it would be sawed up for lumber,’ Mr. 
Kerr says. ‘We used to have bushels of 
hickory nuts but we just don’t seem to 
be able to beat the squirrels now.’ 


He sells his firewood at $40 a cord, it 
you pick it up ... $60 if he delivers it. Soif 
you needed the equivalent of 1,000 
gallons of oil for the winter you would 
need five cords of wood and you'd need 
a place to store it fora year in advance to 
make sure it was dry. 


Right now, John Kerr is out of wood 
for customers. 


It's been a hard winter to heat. I'm 
using green birch right now. It doesn’t 
hold all night but has less soot than 
other green wood.’ 


What kind of wood does he 
recommend? ‘I try to make up a mixture 
for firewood, unless someone specifies,” 
he says. 


‘We try to keep the cellar filled with 
wood, but have burned more wood this 
winter than ever. It’s been an awful year. 
Our cellar is normally fairly dry, now the 
wood is lying in water,’

Four times as many 
Deseronto accidents 


The number of traffic accidents in 
Deseronto quadrupled in the first four 
weeks of this year. 


A reportable accident is one in which 
someone is injured or where damage is 
more than $400. 


In the first four weeks of 1978, there 
were eight such accidents in town. Last 
year, accidents occurred at an average 
rate of about one every two weeks. 


Carl Beattie, police chief, reports that 
the number of accidents is much higher 
than usual for the time of year, and that 
many of the accidents are directly 
related to the high snowbanks at 
intersections and private driveways. Five 
of the eight accidents, he said, were 
directly related to this hazard. 


‘People aren't taking enough care at 
intersections and driveways when they 
are easing out,’ he said. 


Five charges for failure to yield have 
been laid in connection with the eight 
accidents. And the offence carries a 
penalty of three demerit points which 
stay on your driving record for the next 
two years. 


The chief has this advice for safer 
winter driving. Don't be a peephole 
driver. Make sure windows and 
windshield are cleared off for maximum 
visibility. Test your brakes when you 
start out. The road may be more slippery 
than it looks. If you start to go intoa skid, 
turn the back wheels in the direction 
your front wheels are skidding. When 
starting, slow and easy does it. Don’t try 
‘jack rabbit’ starts. Watch the 
speedometer. It takes more time ... and 
distance ... to stop on slippery roads. 
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NO REPAIRS ON HYDRO CABLE UNTIL APRIL 
If another power line goes, county 
could be in real trouble. 


Prince Edward County is going to 
have to continue to make do, until April, 
with the reduced electric power 
supplied by only two 44,000 volt hydro 
cable lines bringing power to the county 
from the mainland. 


The third line, coming under the Bay 
of Quinte from Pointe Anne, has been 
pulled up to the surface, but the fault in 
the line is too extensive for repair, and 
the whole cable is going to be replaced 
This cannot be done until the ice is out 
of the Bay of Quinte and barges are 
available to lay the cable. 


When the power went out on January 
19, people in the north-east part of the 
county were without electricity for 
almost three hours, until they were 
switched over to alternate sources of 
power from the remaining two lines. 


So what happens from now until 
April? Is there enough power to keep 
furnaces running, cook stoves going? 
Hydro does not consider it an ‘alarming 
situation’. 


A news release from Ontario Hydro 
has this comforting message: ‘Although 
this increases the risk of an extended 
power outage, it is not an alarming 
situation. Barring unforeseen problems, 
on the two circuits, no interruption of 
electrical supply to Hydro customers is 
anticipated. Should a problem arise, 
Hydro will be asking its customers by 
radio, to reduce their electrical demand 
until repairs are made. With moderation 
and cut-backs by industry, the 
residential load can be carried on a 
single circuit for short periods of time. 


In the event of a powe shortage, first 
industry for cut-back would be Lake 
Ontario Cement which gets a preferred 
hydro rate because their load is classed 
interruptable. 


The Scanner asked Norm Manning, 
Hydro public relations officer, 
Belleville, what would happen if an 
‘unforeseen, unanticipated’ problem 
DID arise ... for example, what if the 
submarine cable coming across from 
Belleville at the Bay Bridge went, like the 
submarine cable at Pointe Anne has 
done. The Bay Bridge cable has been 
there for some years too. It is inspected 
regularly, but so was the one from 
Pointe Anne. 


Mr. Manning said that if the 
submarine cable at Belleville bridge 
went out, power could be maintained in 
the county through the overhead lines 
coming in near Carrying Place... butnot 
as a long-term thing. 


‘In the long run, we might be able to 
pick up the load lost by using a 
combination of existing cables from the 
submarine lines at Belleville and Pointe 
Anne,’ he said. 


Each of the two submarine cable lines 

to put it simply in layman's terms ... 
has 3 cables with one conductor in each. 
One of the 3 has gone at the Pointe 
Anne crossing. However, Mr. Manning 
pointed out that getting this 
combination of cables operating would 
be a complex technical procedure and 
would take some time. 


When the power went off on January 
19, it took two days of testing and 
patrolling to determine that the fault 
was in the submarine section of the line. 
Anda cable testing crew pinpointed the 
cable break, which was narrowed to a 
section of the cable 390 feet from the 
south shore of the bay. 


As reported in last week's Scanner, a 
one hundred foot long trench was cutin 
the ice about 400 feet from shore and a 
Bell model 204 helicopter from Timmins 
lifted the cable to the surface. When the 


cable was cut it became clear that a large 
portion of the cable had been ruined. 
To determine the extent of the damage, 
more cable would have to be brought to 


the surface. This would have meant that 
Hydro crews would have to venture 
further out on the bay where ice 
conditions are not safe. 


Since the possibility existed that a very 
large section of the 3,000 foot long cable 
would be permanently ruined, it was 
decided that the best course of action 
would be to replace the whole cable. 


Cost of the 3,000 foot new cable has 
been estimated at $30,000 with an 
additional estimated cost of $30,000 for 
installation. 


The overhead line near Carrying Place 
is inspected regularly but Hydro is 
giving an additional inspection now. 
This is done from a helicopter. Cracked 
insulators, hot connections, weak 
sleeves can be noted and repaired. 


Mohawks turn down money offered instead 
of flour for Shannonville lease payment 


By unanimous decision, Chief Donald 
Brant and the members of the Bay of 
Quinte Mohawk Band Council have 
resolved not to accept the $5,040 
cheque offered in lieu of barrels of flour 
as payment for back rental for property 
in Shannonville to bring the 999 Turton 
Penn lease up to date. 


The offer was made at a meeting in 
Ottawa, January 5, by the Tyendinaga 
Township to the Department of Indian 
Affairs. Jack Ellis, MP for Hastings, had 
asked Chief Brant to attend the meeting 
but he declined on the grounds that he 
thought it was premature to send a 
delegation to Ottawa before he had had 
time to speak to his council. 


‘We had not heard anything yet from 
Ottawa,’ he told the Scanner Tuesday, ‘I 
think they were waiting for some 
decision from our Council.’ 


The decision of Council has now been 
sent to Ottawa. 


Chief Brant said he is planning to call 
meetings with his people in the near 
future to determine the feeling of the 


people on this issue. No dates have been 
set yet. 


‘Right now, council is busy with 
budgets and other business,’ he said. 
‘We were put here to doa job, not justto 
look after the Shannonville lease 
business.’

Local delegates report on NDP meeting 


Pessimists predicting that if Stephen 
Lewis left as leader, the Ontario New 
Democratic Party would fall apart, were 
definitely proved wrong last weekend 
when more than 1,800 delegates from 
provincial ridings took an active part in 
choosing their new leader and setting 
out resolutions which will be 
incorporated into party policy, Jan 
Nicol, one of three delegates from 
Prince Edward Lennox reported 


The two other delegates from the 
riding were Garry Hannah, 
Amherstview, president of the local 
riding and Alec Lunn of Picton. Robin 
Lunn, Picton, was an alternate. 


Without a lot of ‘hoopla’ delegates 
carefully considered the answers given 
in a bear pit session by the three 
candidates for leadership, Michael 
Breaugh, formerly of Napanee and now 
MPP for Oshawa, Michael Cassidy, MPP 
for Ottawa, and lan Deans, MPP 
Wentworth. Candidates got a further 
chance to tell delegates more about 
their philosophies in speeches just prior 
to the elections on Sunday. On the first 
ballot, Michael Cassidy came first, a 
position he held on the second and final 
ballot, and Mike Breaugh ran third. 


The uranium contract currently being 
considered by the Ontario Government 
with Rio Algom and Denison Mines 
came.up for a lot of criticism. 

‘The convention was clearly in favour 
of nationalization of natural resources,’ 
Ms. Nicol said, ‘as part of its overall 
industrial strategy for industrial 
development. It is questionable 
whether the contract is needed. 
Certainly the amount of money 
involved is ludicrous. It would cost less 
to buy the mines at the value of current 
shares than to go ahead with the 
contract.” 


The convention reaffirmed its policy 
to support a $4 an hour minimum wage 
.. a policy which caused some problems 
during the campaign for the last 
Provincial election. ‘Our guideline for 
the $4 an hour is that it is about 60% of 
the industrial composite wage index for 
Ontario ... which works out now to $3.90 
an hour. This is 40% less than an average 
wage,’ Ms. Nicol said. 


The NDP would do something about 
property taxes too. ‘The NDP has always 
been against the property tax and would 
move towards reducing it by 
substituting corporation and other 
progressive tax levels

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A snowsnake tournament? What is

On February 4th and 5th a snow snake 
tournament was attended by members 
of the Tyendinaga Reserve who 
travelled by bustothe W oodland Indian 
Cultural Educational Centre at 
Brantford, Ontario.

Due to the interest in the game from 
people on the bus, | would say the 
Tournament could have some new 
blood in next year from Tyendinaga. 


| would like to give a brief outline of 
game rule. 


The game originated as a native game 
played between two clans, or between 
young men who played against older 
men in an open field. 


The snakes are made from hickory, 
iron-wood, or orchard maple - woods 
that can be carved. The log, which is 
soaked for 6 months, is shaped 
somewhat like a snake with a lead point 
put on the front for protection. 


The track is selected where sufficient 
snow is available. The start of the track is 
elevated on piled snow between 18 and 
36 inches high, with the slope being 
straight for 2 to 3 hundred yards. 


A 3 to 4inch log is drawn through the 
snow to make a track or trough 6 to 12 
inches deep. The length could be overa 
mile. 


There are three kinds of snakes. One 
is short, approximately 37 inches or less, 
and is called a mudcat. The secondis7to 
8 feet long and is called a long stick. The 
third is 12 to 18 inches in length. 


A team can consist of 2 men with 2 
snakes each and 1 shiner, or 1 man with 4 
snakes to throw and 1 shiner. 
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The shiner is responsible for selecting 
shellac, polish, and the number of 
snakes to be thrown. The shiner marks 
the distance the snake travels for his 
team. 


First, second, third and occasionally 
fourth classes are determined by one’s 
ability to throw a snake and win. If one 
becomes more proficient, he moves up 
to the next class. 


Before the game everyone 
contributes to a collection of money, to 
be the prize - and the winner collects 
everything, or occasionally a trophy is 
presented. In a single ‘jackpot’ game 
only the throwers donate but the money 
is split with the shiner. 


The shellac and wax and other 
preparations are, in most cases, closely 
guarded secrets by the shiner and 
possibly the team. 


Each competitor has his own unique 
design on his snakes and takes 25 to 30 
snakes to a game. He may use all of them 
or a few, depending on the weather. 
The condition of the track can change in 
as brief a time as 20 minutes, so the team 
must be prepared for this. 


In order for a snowsnake thrower to 
throw properly, he must concentrate on 
his particular method. His timing, type 
of throw (overhand or underhand) and 
his accuracy must all be right. 


The thrower proceeds to the pitch 
hole at his chosen rate of speed, never 
once taking his eyes off the pitch hole. 
The thrower must have perfect balance 
when he throws, thus as he is running up 
to the track he waves his free arm to 
retain proper balance. He might wear 
baseball spikes and leather gloves so he 
has a solid grip on the snake. 


Just before he nears the track, he 
raises the snake slightly so it will be high 
enough for a release. The thrower must 
follow through with his shot, otherwise 
the snake will travel only a short 
distance and the thrower may injure 
himself by holding back. 


There is some danger at the pitch hole 
as a snake can be travelling at up to 100 
m.p.h. When a thrower misses the track 


he loses a turn. The name of the game is 
distance. 


If one member of the team throws the 
greatest distance, and his partner throws 
the second greatest distance it would 
equal two points. If not, one point 
would be recorded. Four points equal a 
game. 


The gratification and pride one 
experiences when observing a game 
played by members of one’s own Nation 
can’t be expressed in words.

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Three feet of snow in bush make going 
tough for woodcutting operators

He has lots of dry tops of trees out in 
his bush but they are under three feet of 
snow and the ground underneath isn't 
frozen. 


Getting at them is a problem, even 
though he has a special track machine, a 
log skidder on tracks, which can go into 
the bush at any time of year. He got it, 
some years ago, when he was still 
operating a sugar bush and couldn't get 
into the bush with his tractor. 
Conditions this year are terrible. 


It took him from 1:30 to about four 
o'clock in the afternoon to get into his 
bush one afternoon, and he didn’t get 
back home for supper until after eight. 


He himself likes a mixture of wood. 
His wife, Shirley, said if she had any 
choice she would burn beech in the 
furnace. 


‘On a sunny day, almost any kind of 
wood gives enough heat,’ John said 
‘And the new furnaces are all 
thermostatically controlled so you can 
put almost any kind of wood in them.” 


He always harvests his wood in a way 
to improve his woodlot, and he doesn’t 
cut his hard maple. ‘I might want to start 
tapping it again sometime. | like the 
sugar business, but I’m not here 
consistently enough to look after it 
now 


Last year his high grade oak was sold 
for veneer logs and the tops went for 
firewood. 


The Kerrs are not full time farmers 
now. He is a minister with the Apostolic 
Missionary Institute which is affiliated 
with United Pentecostal.

COUNCILLORS DID THEIR HOMEWORK: 
Tax reforms would be disastrous 


‘Wow, is this council ever 
streamlined, Most council meetings go 
on for hours sometimes until 
midnight, before they manage to get 
their business done.” 


This compliment for Deseronto 
council was overheard at Monday 
night’s meeting and was made by a 
newcomer to the press table, 
representing an out-of-town 
newspaper. 


‘Our councillors do their homework 
and come to the meetings well 
informed,’ Mayor John Neal said when 
the ‘streamlined’ compliment was 
passed along to him. 


And this was particularly evident 
during the discussion of the property tax 
reforms proposed by Ontario's 
treasurer, Darcy McKeough. 


Councillors did know what they were 
talking about. Obviously they had 
plowed their way through the 
complicated report sent out by the 
Provincial treasurer and had intelligent 
questions and comments about it. 


Councillor A. Blayney, who 
introduced the topic, said that Clerk- 
treasurer, Carman Milligan had done 
some calculations using the new 


Hydro hearing hears worries about life style and businesses 


Is the expropriation of land for the 230 
kv hydro line from Lennox to Prince 
Edward ‘fair, sound and reasonably 
neccessary in the achievement of 
Hydro’s objectives?’ 


Hydro had to prove that it is, at 
hearings held in Napanee Court House 
last Wednesday. Four people from 
North Fredericksburgh and two from 
Sophiasburgh who disagreed and had 
filed requests for hearings, were on 
hand to give their reasons. They weren't 
alone, seven other property owners, 
who had not made formal application, 
also attended and were encouraged to 
participate, by hearing officer B. 
Trumpour. 


Drawn up on one side were the 
‘experts’ from Hydro Gordon 
Roberts, systems planning engineer; Bill 
Grinsdale, transmission route project 
engineer; Howie Toda, lines project 
engineer and lawyer R. Ayre. 


On the other side were the 
concerned people, protesting the effect 
the power line would have on their 
personal and business lives. 


Don Anderson of North Fredericks- 
burgh, wanted to know why the line 
couldn’t start by submarining further 
east. The 200 foot square terminus for 
the submarine cable will be on his 
property, spoiling his view from the 
house to the shore. He was also 
concerned about his TV reception. 


Hydro experts had a costing answer 
for this one... the additional 1,000 feet of 
submarine cable would cost ten times as 
much as overhead lines, $400,000 
compared with $40,000. 


Carol Mouck, R.R. 3, Napanee, 
wanted to know why the line hadn't 
been put further south so it ‘won't 
interfere with the view all along. It's not 
just Mr. Anderson's view,’ she said, ‘It’s 
going to be an eyesore all along the 
way.’ The land on the Mouck’s property 
which will be expropriated is workable 


land. ‘A mile further south, the land is 
no good and we would gladly give it to 
you,’ she said. 


She had sharp criticism for ‘Hydro’s 
irresponsibility so far.’ We were 
presented with an aerial survey of our 
property that didn’t agree with our title 

and we've had estimates of 
compensation already, based on the 
Hydro survey.’ Hydro hasn’t responded 
to them on this, she added. 


‘Let’s say Hydro is wrong,’ hearing 
officer Trumpour pointed out, ‘and they 
expropriate on the basis of their survey. 
Then you could get a survey and prove 
them wrong.” 


‘Why should we have to pay for 
another survey?’ Mrs. Moucks said, ‘It 
isn’t fair.’ 

Mr. Trumpour advised her to consult 
the lawyer who handled the property 
purchase for her. 


R. Moucks and his wife were also 
concerned with the possible 
environmental effects. 


Concerning the suggestion of moving 
the line south, Drisdale said that ‘It’s sort 
of out of view now, down ina gully. If it 
was moved back, there would be 
problems where it would join up on the 
Prince Edward side ... it would be too 
steep. Green Point, where it’s going, is 
relatively flat.” 


The need for a 230 kv line was also 
questioned by Mrs. Mouck. Hydro’s 
Gordon Roberts had said that it was 
forecast Prince Edward would need 75 
megawatts by 1980 and at that point in 
time, present feeders wouldn't be able 
to supply it. The forecast, he said, when 
questioned, was based mainly on 
residential growth, little heavy industry 
was included. 


‘It sounds like a heavy growth in 
residential,’ Mrs. Moucks said. 


‘Why go for such amaximum supply if 
it’s based on a steady residential 


growth?’ 


Based on a continued growth 
projection, the 230 ky line and the new 
transformer station would be well 
utilized by the year 2,000, Roberts said. 


This raised a question from F.M. 
Campbell of Sophiasburgh, who wanted 
to know if the power would have to be 
increased again if there was industrial 
development in the county and Mr. 
Roberts said they might have to add 
additional transformers at the 
transformer site ... ‘We have room 
there.’ 


Mr. Campbell was also concerned 
about the easement. If hydro bought it, 
would it be considered a severance and 
would he have to pay taxes on two 
properties? 


‘Hydro doesn’t want to buy, it just 
wants easement,’ hearing officer 
Trumpour said. As to whether a sale 
would make a natural severance, he 
advised Mr. Campbell to check with the 
assessment people. 


‘I'd rather sell than give them an 
easement,’ Mr. Campbell said, ‘but they 
told us they wouldn't buy it.’ 


William Keough of Sophiasburgh also 
preferred to sell rather than have an 
easement. ‘The line cuts my property in 
two. There are two and a half acres of 
work land and | don’t think I'll work the 
land under the lines. Some equipment 
goes dead under hydro lines.’ 


Don King, North Fredericksburgh, 
was concerned about the effect of the 
overhead lines on his pond, which is his 
cattle water supply. ‘The line has already 
been moved back once,’ he said but he 
would like to see it go further back. 


Horses came into the protests too. 


‘These boys have a_ legitimate 
complaint,’ said F. Campbell, ‘I've seena 
horse try to jump a shadow.’

formulas and ‘the results are disastrous 
when you see what it will do to our 
industries. Being a small businessman, 
it's a touchy subiect with me to see my 
taxes go up 100%.” 


Councillor D. Martin was also 
concerned about steep increases in 
industrial and business taxes, althoug he 
thought that ‘as far as the average 
householder goes, tax on reassessment 
should be equalized on property value 
assessment.’ 


‘It's the same old thing ... a man who 
keeps up his property pays more,’ said 
Councillor Blayney. ‘Surely in this day of 
computers, the government can come 
up with something better.” 


‘Larger centres are going to benefit a 
great deal. But smaller centres are going 
to suffer,’ said Reeve Roger Cole 


‘Based on the new proposed 
assessment, our share for education 
costs could about double,’ said Clerk 
Milligan. 


Mr. Milligan has been authorized to 
write a letter to the Ontario treasurer 
expressing council's feelings. And 
through an amendment by Councillor 
C. Martin, local industries are to be 
informed so they can also send protests 
of their own. 


Ring out the old - 
Ring in the new

Do you hate those blister packages 
that so many products come in now? 
The darn things are so hard to get open, 
and then you're left with another piece 
of garbage to get rid of. 


One way to get rid of them is to send 
them back to the manufacturer ... and 
that’s what Pollution Probe is 
advocating, as part of its Boomerang 
Program, aimed at conserving energy 
and materials, and at the same time, 
reducing waste pollution. 


Any overpackaging is insidious. Each 
item seems insignificant, but they add 
up 

Pollution Probe has come up with 
these figures ... packaging costs each of 
us about $140 a year and provides us 
with 975 pounds of waste materials per 
capita to get rid of, every year, at 
taxpayers’ expense. 


To draw attention to the problem, 
Probe is sending inscribed boomerangs 
to ‘prize-winning’ packaging polluters. 


For example, Union Carbide Canada 


Limited got a boomerang for retail sales 
of batteries in an estimated 13,750,000 
blister packages which cost consumers 
over $4 million for the packaging alone 
and resulted in 104 tons of solid waste. 
Energy to manufacture the packages 
would have kept 3,430 60-watt light 
bulbs burning for a year. 


And another example ... Bristol Myers 
for a boomerang for a deodorant which 
has a removable, print-bearing plastic 
sleeve surrounding a curved, contents- 
bearing plastic bottle. In one year, 
Probe points out, Canadian buyers will 
spend over $60,000 on that sleeve alone 
... and the energy to produce it would 
have been enough to burn 1,019 60-watt 
bulbs for a year. 


So next time you buy something done 
up in unnecessary packaging ... don’t 
just get mad about it ... send the 
package back to the people who made 
it. Why should you continue to pay for 
something you don’t want or need ... 
that uses up energy unnecessarily and 
that adds to the world’s garbage?

‘1 think we know what's wrong with 
this town without a survey,’ Councillor

Picton people want more information 
on proposed property standard by-law 


The Town of Picton is finding itself in 
the same predicament many other 
Ontario municipalities have been facing 
over the last months...the introduction 
of a by-law setting property standards, 
which may not be popular with town 
voters. At a recent meeting, council 
decided to defer action for another 
month. 


When asimilar by-law was introduced 
in Deseronto last November, some 
residents were very concerned that it 
might be an infringement on their rights 
..could an inspector, for example, walk 
into their homes and tell them they must 
make certain renovations immediately. 


Two public meetings were held in 
Deseronto and the mayor, John Neal, 
pointed out that the property standards 
by-law ‘certainly isn’t a vote-getting by- 
law. But such by-laws are becoming 
more and more necessary under the 
Ontario and Federal Government to 
qualify for such grants as the Ontario 
Home Renewal Program. We'll be 
eligible for more grants if we have this 
by-law’. 


Some people in Picton, interviewed 
about the proposed Picton property 
standards by-law, expressed concerns 
similar to those aired in Deseronto. 


One owner said she had heard 
nothing about the by-law and thought 
there should be a notice in the local 
paper about anything so important. 


Mr. and Mrs. M. Larose own a duplex 
on Mary Street. They live in one side and 
rent the other. 


‘Everyone should be given a copy of 
the by-law,’ Mrs. Larose said. ‘It’s 
affecting so many people that 
everybody should know about it.’ 


‘will people have the money to up- 
date their properties,’ she wondered, 
citing such items as upping hydro amp. 
service in line with new approved 
standards, 

Mrs. E. Greenfield, also an owner and 
a landlord, agreed that residents should

have copies of the proposed new 
standards and an opportunity to make 
their comments and suggestions.

Do you remember the hungry thirties, 
when there was a depression across this 
great land of ours? 


Young people were leaving home in 
droves, unwilling to be another hungry 
mouth at the family table...hopping on 
to freight cars, riding the rods, being 
kicked off by railway police in 
inhospitable frigid ‘no-wheres’...hungry 
and cold...given a meal anda flopin one 
town,providing they would move on 
out of town the next day...to continue to 
go nowhere. 


We got out of it...no thanks to our 
own good management. We got out of 
it because there was a war. The war 
brought jobs. Able-bodied men had air

By the time he had reached grade 10- 
at the Prince Edward Collegiate, he had 
faced some facts. He knew he wasn’t 
going on in school(not all of us are 
scholars) and he knew there were no job 
Opportunities for him there.

That was his first trip job-hunting 
away from home. He was only I6, but he 
got to Vancouver and got a job working 
for a wrecking yard. ‘i learned a lot on 
that trip,’ he said 


He has just returned from his third trip 
out of the county looking for work. This 
last time, he headed for Red Deer where 
he has a cousin, and he found 
temporary work there building houses 
and installing farm equipment 
‘That's the only time | ever had to get 
help from welfare,’ he said. ‘| had a job 
but hadn’t had my first pay yet. They 
make you feel like dirt. It’s not their 
money, it’s government money.’

His next move for job-hunting was 
further west. He had saved a bit on his 
Red Deer jobs and had heard about jobs 
on pipelines near Edmonton. 


“You have to gamble your own money 
to get there,” he pointed out,‘and 
there’s no guarantee of a job. But you're 
pretty likely to get one if it’s a company 
Starting on a new contract.” 


He got a job with a small company 
clearing a right-of-way through the 
bush for a sour gas pipeline. It certainly 
wasn’t the kind of job someone takes if 
they ‘don’t want to work’ 


He was on a bush-clearing crew, 
Cutting trees for the right of way. To put 
a small pipe in, you need a 60-foot right- 
of-way cleared. Trees were about 70 feet 
high and over four feet in diameter. 


‘Lknew how to handle chain saws,’ he 
said. ‘| helped my grandfather cut 
wood." 


For eleven or twelve hours a day, 
seven days a week, he worked a chain 
saw. ‘When you pack a chain saw all day, 
you know you've really been working,’ 
he said. 


The line was going through muskeg 
which can only be worked on when it is 
dry...in the middle of winter or in a hot 
summer month. ‘If the ground isn’t dry, 
a big cat 6 can get stuck. If one track falls 
in, the other just pivots.’ 


_ Paul was there for the winter months, 
in the bitter cold.

HORS D'OEUVRE: This French term 
refers to snacks served before a meal. It 
is a necessary course designed to tease 
the palate, and to prepare the gastric 
juices for the more solid food to follow. 


In the poorest of homes in France, it 
may consist of no more than a hard- 
boiled egg decorated with freshly 
ground pepper and slices of cucumber. 
For the rich the hors d’oeuvre could be 
lobster or an omelet bulging with 
expensive black truffles.

Here's another reassuring message 
from Ontario Hydro for power users in 
Prince Edward who are now dependent 
on only two 44,000 volt lines because the 
fault in the third line (a submarine cable) 
can’t be repaired until April, at the 
earliest. 


‘lf major trouble occurs on either of 
the feeders we may be asking people in 
the county to cut their use of electricity,’ 
says Jack Ford, manager of the Picton 
area. ‘The lighter the load, the more 
customers we will be able to serve. For 
example, people can help by restricting 
their use of hot water, turning off 
portable heaters, electric clothes dryers 
and other major appliances. This will 
help us to restore power to those that 
are without it in the rest of the county.’ 


Meanwhile, a special maintenance 
check on the two 44,000 volt lines has 
been completed. Infrared scanning by 
helicopter and ground patrols 
pinpointed a few potential problems 
which have now been repaired. 


So that’s it, folks. Keep your fingers 
crossed.

Decision: APPROVED 


The Commission renews this licence from April 1, 1978 to 
March 31, 1983, subject to conditions to be specified therein 


It will be a condition of licence for CJOH-TV that it be operated 
in affiliation with the CTV Television network. 


In Decision CRTC 75-598 approving the transfer of control of 
the licensee company to Standard Broadcasting Limited 
(Standard), the Commission stated that ‘it expects Standard to 
fulfill its commitments to strengthen the role of CJOH-TV in its 
licensed area, as a significant program source for the CTV 
Network and as an active centre for the production of tele- 
vision programs for general distribution’. 


In Decision CRTC-76-359 on CJOH-TV’S last licence renewal, 
the Commission noted that ‘CJOH-TV is making daily news 
contributions not only to the CTV Network but also to local 
stations, from British Columbia to the Maritimes, and has 
invested considerable expenses towards this end’. Further, the 
Commission noted improvements in several areas of CJOH- 
TV's performance, particularly in the amount and quality of its 
news and regional public affairs programming. 


At the November 15, 1977 Public Hearing in Ottawa, the 
Commission reviewed with the licensee CJOH-TV's overall 
performance in relation to the Promise of Performance filed 
with its application at the time of the takeover of CJOH-TV by 
Standard in 1975. In this respect, the Commission acknow- 
ledges the substantial efforts and achievements of the licensee 
towards meeting its commitments. 


In its Public Announcement of February 22, 1977 on the 
renewal of the Toronto area television licences, the Comm- 
ission advised that it would review in early 1979 the operation 
of all Toronto-area television licensees, (including two CTV- 
affiliated stations) within the context of individual station 
Service as well as the diversity of television services available 
in the region. At some future time, the Commission may wish to 
review television service in other geographical centres in a 
similar manner. Should such a hearing be scheduled for the 
Ottawa area, CJOH-TV would form part of that review. 


The Commission particularly draws the licensee's attention to 
the part of the February 22, 1977 Public Announcement con- 
cerning Canadian Programming 


‘The need for a rededication to a positive and con- 
tinuing policy for quality Canadian program 
Production, which has proven elusive, is 
mandatory. The availability of Canadian 
Programs of quality and their availability 
to viewers in prime viewing hours is an issue 
deserving the closest possible re-examination... 


In Decision CRTC-76-359 and earlier decisions relating to 
Ottawa-Cornwall Broadcasting Limited, the Commission ex- 
Pressed concern about the cross-ownership by Bushnell 
Communications Limited of television and cable television 
undertakings. The Commission proposes to review the general 
issue of cross-ownership at a future policy public hearing.
